Employment Service Council’s plana 
to solve unemployment difficuUies by 
stimulating public works construct 
ion may bring tempr^rary relief, but 
permanent relief can come only thru 
concerted action of organized industry 
to regularize production..

This boanl will have charge of the 
control and management of Provinc¬ 
ial Parks. Provision is also made for 
the appointment, by the Province, of 
a DoanI of Management f:r any par¬ 
ticular park cr area. 

Under the provisions of the Parks 
and Protected Areas Act (here may 
also be constituted "protected’ ‘areas 
for the purfo.se of pr tccting and pres 
erving therein objects of natural hca 
uty. fossil remains or other objects, 
animate or inanimate, of geological, 
ethnological, historical or other scien¬ 
tific interest. In such protected areas 
there may be fe rbidden or rcgnilatcd 
the excavation of fossil remains, and 
penalties may be prescribed including 
those for interference with "historic 
objects."

In any case the feeding of a min 
eral mixture is a wise precaution and 
is to be highly recommended. TJ.c 
mixture should be kept in front of 
them at all times, and each hog as n. 
general rule, will eat about pound 
per day. The* cost is hardly worth 
considering about 6 cents per pig p i 
month. {

the University of Alberta as Mineral 
mixture No. 1 is a good one, will gi . c 
excellent results. I 

Slack coal . 76.5 lbs. I 

Air slacked Ume . 2.5 lbs. I 

Sulphur .. I lbs. | 

These weights do not have to le 
followed to the ounce. 75 lbs. rf 
coal is quite accurate enoug i for 
practical purposes. | 

Another mixture, cllghtly more 
costly, is as follows: 

Slack coal . 40 lbs. 

Salt . 20 lbs. 

Air slacked lime . 38 lbs. 

Sulphur . 2 lbs .
